McGrath Showed tittle Enthusiasm for Trad* Tronble8 


Geanup? Says Chapter 2 of Committee 


WASHINGTON <*>—HOUM inves- 


tigators said today that former 
Atty. Gen. J. Howard McGrath 
showed "no enthusiasm" for a 
Justice department cleanup—rath- 
er, h» "appeared to wish to delay 
and frustrate investigation." 


From their findings. Investiga- 


tors said, it appears that the Jus- 
tice department under McGrath 
wanted to prevent an examination 
of its ftles for reasons wmcn "can- 
not but arouse suspicion." 


McGrath, fired last April 3 by 


President Truman after the admin- 
istration cleanup dnve bogged 
down, was raked over for a second 
time m Part II of a report by a 
House judiciary subcommittee. 


Question Faith 


Chapter l of the report, issued 


last Monday, criticized McGrath's 
appointment of Newbold Morns, 
New York lawyer, to head the 
cleanup campaign and questioned 
McGrath's god faith in making 
the appointment. 


In leply, McGrath commented 


simply that "the report is beneath 
the dignity of men who care to be 
honest and honorable!" 


Advised of today's second in- 


stallment, the former attorney gen- 
eral told a reporter he had no in- 
tention of "engaging in a crossfire 
of discussion on each of the com- 
mittee's interim reports." 


"I shall wait until they have 


concluded their work," he said, 
"and at that time I shall say what 
I think is appropriate." 


Lacked Knowledge 


In today's installment— the third 


is due next week—the subcommit- 
tee, headed by Rep. Chelf (D-Ky), 
pictures McGrath as an official 


who exhibited "a deplorable lack 
of knowledge of the department 
he was supposed to administer." 


In particular, investigators said 


of McGrath: 


1. He made "inappropriate ap- 


pointments to high office"—specif- 
ically, the appointment of A. De- 
Vitt Vanech as deputy attorney 
general. 


Vanech was shown by investiga- 


tors to have failed the District of 
Columbia Bar examinations three 
times and the Virginia Bar ex- 
amination once before being ad- 
mitted to the Tennessee Bar as a 
non-resident. 


2. He (McGrath) had little in- 


terest in purging the Justice de- 
partment of "wrongdoers and in- 
competents," and gave little aid to 
Newbold Morns after naming him 
to direct the ill-fated house-clean- 
ing in Washington last spring. Mc- 
Grath fired Morris just before he 
himself was forced to resign by 
President Truman. 


No Cooperation 


3. He failed "completely" to co- 


operate with Chelf committee in- 
vestigators and "surrounded him- 
self with subordinates of the same 
view." 


The report devoted considerable 


space to the committee's difficul- 
ties in obtaining information from 
the Justice department prior to the 
appointment of James P. McGran- 
ery as attorney general. 


The leport said delaying and 


hampering tactics were employed 
by McGrath, and subsequently by 
Acting Atty. Gen. Philip B. Perl- 
man. 


"Such an attitude on the part

Here Is What That Tidelands 


Dispute Is About 


A crucial issue in the current election campaign—cru- 


cial because it is the key to Republican hopes.for a break- 
through in the solid Democratic front of the South—is the 
so-called "tidelands" oil dispute. This is misnamed and often 
misunderstood. 


It is the basis for the reluctance of southern Democrats 


in Texas and Louisiana to support actively the Democratic 
nominee for president, Gov. Adla: Stevenson. Yet. while most 
people know the name of the dispute, few really know what it 
is all about. 


Actually, it all boils down to a tug-of-war between the 


states and the federal government over ownership rights to 
valuable oil lands which lie under water, mostly off the 
coasts of California, Texas and Louisiana. 


To call these lands "tidelands," as is commonly done by 


both the oil companies and the governments involved in the 
dispute, is an error. Actual tidelands are narrow strips of 
land between the high and low tide marks and have always 
been the property of the states. The federal government 
has never made any claim to them. 
• 
• 
• 


The lands really in dispute are "off-shore lands"— 


grounds which are always under water regardless of the tide 
level. And, basing its claim on four different decisions by 
the U. S. Supreme court, the federal government has taken 
the stand that these lands belong to the nation as a whole, 
rather than to any individual state. 


This contention has brought bitter protests from Cali- 


fornia, Texas and Louisiana, which stand to lose billions of 
dollars if the lands are taken away from them. 


Texans are particularly angry about it. claiming that 


when their state, then a sovereign nation, entered the Union 
voluntarily in 1845, terms of the annexation agreement al- 
lowed her to keep control of her public domain, which 
stretches some 10\'z miles out into the Gulf of Mexico. 


To settle the controversy. Congress has been working on 


three proposals, all of which are due to come up again at 
its next session. 
• 
• • 


One would give all of the off-shore lands to the federal 


government. Another plan would overrule the Supreme 
court and give the lands outright to the states. 


A third proposal, a compromise; attempt, would give the 


federal government all the revenue from the lands which 
lie more than three miles off shore, with California. Texas 
and Louisiana getting a special share in the money from 
those properties nearer the coastline. 


Supporting the view that the lands should be federal 


property have been the Truman administration. Democratic 
candidate Stevenson and most labor and consumer groups. 


On the opposite side, feeling that federal ownership 


would be a clear violation of the "states' rights" principle, 
are Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and the Republicans, the big 
oil companies who feel they can get a better leasing deal from 
the states than they can from Uncle Sam, and a number of 
southern Democrats. 


The fact that Stevenson and the southern Democrats find 


themselves in sharp disagreement on this issue is important 
from the election standpoint. And the southern Republicans, 
weak as their organizations may be, are out to make the most 
of it.

William Zeckendorf, a rich and prominent New York real estate 


dealer and a "liberal" In his politics, is a grandson of a pioneer 
citizen of Tucson, of the «ime name, who showed initiative and cour- 
age In a crisis there in 18T3 which, resembled the current reign of 
terror in New York. 


On a sultry August evening Vincente Hernandez and his wife, 


Librada. who ran a general store and pawnshop, bedded down near 
the front door of their store which they left open, hoping to get the 
benefit of a little draft. The next morning, an early customer found 
the doors to both the store and the sleeping quar- 
ters closed and locked and, when h« could not 
raise an answer by pounding and shouting, called 
Constable Frank Esparza and the sheriff. 


They broke into the sleeping quarters. 
Mr. 


and Mrs. Hernandez had been bludgeoned and 
slashed to death. The furniture had been tum- 
bled about and there was ciher evidence that the 
victims had resisted as long as they could. 


In a reminiscent story published in the Tuc- 


son Citizen in 1940, Roscoe G. Willson wrote: 


"In the adjoining room, bloody footprints and 


hand and fingerprints were everywhere, particularly at the case 
of the jewelery and cash receptacle. 
Neighbors verified the ab- 


sence of considerable jewelry, several firearms and a valuable, sil- 
ver-mounted saddle and its accoutrements, establishing the fact that 
robbery was the motive. 


" Kxcitement ran high and the leading citizens, both American 


and Mexican, joined in expressing their horror and their determina- 
tion to bring the assassins to quick justice. Not only were the Her- 
nandez' a popular young couple, well likec by all classes, but their 
killing was the culmination of a series of bloody atrocities that the 
law-abiding citizens f«>!t must be brought to an end. There was a 
feeling that the courts had been too lenient in dealings with mur- 
derers and other violent outlawry, 


"A citizens' committee for investigation and action was formed 


at once, with the well-known merchant. William Zechendorf. at its 
head, to run down the murderers and deal with them by direct ac- 
tion rather than through the courts. It was not exactly a vigilante 
organization such as was known in the California gold days or the 
Montana Alder Gulch diggings where the vigilantes were secretly 
organized, had their elected officers who were unknown to the gen- 
eral public, their secret passwords and their warning sign to out- 
laws, such as Alder Gulch's 3-7-77.

children whose futures are a mystery to us places a brutal burden 
upon them. Ou,- praise and others' flattery suggests to them that wit, 
brilliance or talent are all they have to offer for our approval.

Such a suggestion is. of course, a moral outrage. A child will some 


day be an adult and has far more fundamental aspects of himself to 
discover and nourish, not for the parties, not for the concert halls, but 
for the long stretches when the soul will be alone with itself.

On the other hand, if your skin 


has a great deal of color, just the 
opposite would hold true. Skin 
with a great deal of yellow should 
never wear bright blues which em- 
phasize yellow. 


If your skin is sallow, keep away 


from red 'and purple tones. And if 
you wish to disguise shadows un- 
der your eyes or facial hollows, 
don't wear blues, violets or bright 
yellow-greens. 


One of the best ways to test these 


colors against your skin is to ex- 
periment with swatches of mate- 
rial or colored paper. Then you can 
hold them up against your face, 
and see for yourself which ones 
aie right for you.

Few Not Affected

ation, were not affected by the 
strike Immediately.

emergency service 


would be provided where condi- 
tions warrant it. Included in this 
list are hospitals, hotels, govern- 
ment buildings, department stores, 
and the Illinois

Most of the affected buildings 


had elevator service during the 
night.

Farm Prices 
Lower; Food 
May Decline 


WASHINGTON-(jp-A dip of 2 


per cent in average farm prices, 
with meat and potatoes leading the 
drop, held out some hope today 
for lower food costs. 


The decline in prices of farm 


products as a whole during the 
month that ended Sept. 15 was re- 
ported Tuesday by the Agriculture 
Department. 


The department said 
average 


prices paid by farmers dipped on- 
ly 1 per cent so that farm prices 
averaged 101 per cent of parity, 
compared wtih 103 per cent both 
a month and a year ago. 


More livestock are 
moving to 


market and so market prices were 
15 per cent lower than a year ago 
and lowest since June. 1930, just 
prior to the Korean War. 


Movement of more potatoes to 


market pushed prices downward 
as much as 50 cents and more a, 
bushel. They averaged 
$2.22 a 


bushel in mid-September and $2.78 
a month earlier. 


The survey showed an 8 
pet- 


cent increase in average dairy 
prices and the highest average for 
any September In 43 years that 
records have been kept.

Evangelist Wally White linked 


politics an religion Tuesday night 
in Dixon Armory as he took ex- 
ception to remarks made by Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson in a 
political 


speech Monday. 


The Rev. White, speaking at the 


third session of the two-week Lee 
County Campaign for Christ, dis- 
agreed with this statement by 
Stevenson: 


Will Continue: Adlai 


"How long can we keep up the 


fight against this monster tyranny 
(communismj? How long can we 
keep on fighting in Korea, paying 
high taxes, helping others to help 
themselves? There is only one 
answer: We can keep it up as long 
as we have to, and we will." 


Said White: 
"We cannot keep it up as long as 


we have to. On that basis we will 
go the way of all historical powers 
of yesteryear. There is only one 
answer, but it is not the answer 
given by Gov. Stevenson." 


According to White, the one 


answer is give nby God in 2 
.Chronicles 7:14. "If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked way; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land." 


"This is our only hope," White 


continued, "that the people of God 
meet God's conditions and humble 
themselves, pray, seek His face, 
and turn from wickedness." 


Calls for Movement 
v 


He then exhorted his audience 


to bring about a moving of God 
on the city and the area, by ex- 
amining their own lives to see if 
they met God's conditions for 
having a real revival of the spirit. 


White also called attention to 


Stevenson's statement, "We have 
become the leader and the main- 
stay of one of the great wings of 
humanity in conflict with another 
wing of humanity, and as such we 
must play the principal part in 
saving ourselves, our friends and 
our civilization." 


White pointed out that this is to 


have confidence in the ability of 
man. "This has been our difficulty 
thus far," he said, "we have, had 
too much confidence in the flesh, 
and the Bible says to have no con- 
fidence in the flesh. . . . We cannot 
save ourselves, we cannot save our 
friends, we cannot save our civili- 
zation. We must have God's help, 
and look to Him for the answer." 


The mass choir, directed by Wil- 


mos Csehy. sang a moving version 
of the hymn, "Praise to the Lord," 
which dates back to 1665. White 
showed a color flim he took in 
Europe, with views of the complete 
devastation of Warsaw, 
Poland, 


and sunken ships in the Baltic Sea, 
areas which already then were be- 
hind the Iron Curtain.

of those in high office who—faced 
with these revelations—have, too 
often, first denied them, then con- 
doned them, and when public pres- 
sure became too great, reluctantly 
have undertaken to do something 
about them."

the 70's and no rain in sight. 


The odds on the Yankees to win 


their fourth straight world cham 
pionship rose overnight to 5-9. 


Joe Black, sensational rookie re- 


lief artist of the National League 
champions, started against Allie 
Reynolds, the kmgfish of the Yan- 
kee curving corps. 


Never in the history of baseball 


did a first-year pitcher carry a 
more appalling burden than that 
assigned to Black. 


Need Victory 


He knew when he went to the 


hill that his team's chances of 
winning a world championship, or 
even o£ giving the famed Bombers 
a lengthy wrestle, were believed 
by the experts to rest upon his 
ability to turn back the Yanks to- 
Uay. 


The consensus of the critics was 


that the Yankees would win their 
fourth straight crown in five or 
six games. 


Only the possibility that Blaok, 


a righthander of impeccable con- 
trol, might throttle the champions 
today and perhaps offer valuable 
assistance later on kept many 
prophets from picking the Amer- 
ican Leaguers to wrap it up in four 
straight. 


It was a throat-catching spot 'or 


a rookie to find himself in. Only 
last April, after a series of poor 
exhibitions, the husky Negro hurl- 
er was at the absolute bottom of 
the Brooklyn mound staff and he 
barely escaped being shipped back 
to the minors. Manager Chuck 
Dressen 
shudders now at 
the 


thought. 


Started Only Two 


Though he eventually proved his 


merit in relief roles and establish- 
ed himself without argument the 
most valuable single player in 
either league, the rookie never 
started a big league game in his 
life until the fag end of the season. 


He went the distance easily, sat 


the Boston Braves down with three 
hits and won his 15th victory in 
assuring the Dodgers at least a tie 
for the flag. In a succeeding start 
he was knocked out in the fifth in- 
ning. 


Beyond Black, nobody can pre- 


dict with any confidence what any 
Brooklyn thrower \nll do on a 
given day. Dressen sums up his se- 
ries pitching strategy thus: 


"I'm starting Black, and from 


there on I'll use two or three 
pitchers—or four or five. The rec- 
ord shows we've done pr»tty good 
that way." 


The irony of the situation is ob- 


vious. Almost as far back as one 
can remember, it has been axio- 
matic that the National League 
goes into the fall play-off with the 
f i n e r 
pitching, 
the American 


League with the greater power at 
the plate. 


Bums Slug Well 


Now the National finally comes 


up with a club which slugs at least 
on even terms with the Yankees, 
yet cannot summon three curvers 
who appear to compare with Reyn- 
olds, Vic Raschi and Eddie Lopat.

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Scientific Progress Makes War Costly, No Matter What the Politicians Say 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Promises by both General 


Eisenhower and Governor Stevenson that they will reduce 
defense spending—and taxes—m a couple of years are 
laughed at by many military men. 


The idea of spending a considerable wad of the tax- 


payers' money for several years to build up defenses, 
then cut back for a long haul, makes a. nice bill of goods 
trfell th« voters. 


However, the best outlook the smartest military pro- 


curement authorities can give is that defense spending 
could possibly be leveled off at present figures of around 
550 billion a vear for a iong period of time—possibly up 
to 20 years—but not cut. 


The reasons given for this are the rapid obsolescence 


of old weapons and ihe equally rapid scientific advance- 
ment on new weapons. 
The B-36 bomber, which was 


the hottest thing in the air in 1950, though it hasn't yet 
been used in Korea, is now out-moded. Bigger and bel- 
pv^ planes, will have' to replace it. Cost—$11-15 billion. 


The keel of the first atomic submarine has just been 


laid. 
If it is a success, all submarines will have to be 


driven by atomic engines. The same for-atomic aircraft 
and atomic aircraft carriers. 


Finally there is the H-bomb development, which is 


to be tested at Eniwetok before the year is out. If it 
works—and there is every reason to believe it will- 
there .will be an immediate demand for a high stockpile 
of H-bomb? 
* The cost?—billions that aren't even spendable to- 


day. 
War is one thing that technological improvement 


does not make cheaper, no matter what the politicians 
tell you.

WASHINGTON—«V-For the sec- 


ond straight year John L. Lewis 
has come up with a wage boost 
for miners without a strike—but 
at a .price that industry leaders 
say may force many mines out of 
business. 


Southern coal producers came to 


terms with the United Mine Work-' 
jig chief late Tuesday, 
thereby 


Avoiding a threatened walkout to- 
day of their 100,000 miners. 


The Dixie group agreed to the 


same terms Lewis had previously 
negotiated with the rest of the in- 
dustry—a $1.PO daily pay increase, 
plus a. 10-cents-a-ton hike in the 
operator-paid royalty for the un- 
ion's welfare fund. The daily wage 
now becomes $28.25 and the royal- 
ty 40 cents a ton. 
«Many industry leaders said that 


ndoubtedly a number of mines 


would have to close, rather than 
try to pay the new costs. These, 
they said, are the less-mechanized, 
hand-labor mines where 
labor 


cost is relatively greater. 


Even union leaders conceded 


privately some mines would have 
to close. 


Joseph E. Moody, president of 


the Southern Coal Producers asso- 
« 


'ation. said some member own- 
•s plan to close down some of 


their high-cost mines, even if the 
government hoists coal price ceil- 
ings. On that point Moody ob- 
served : 


"We're going to try to get a dol- 


lar a ton increase because, if we 
don't get it, we won't be in the 
coal business very long." 


Coal has 
been 
selling below 


present ceilings. 
The average 


price received by the mine owners 
runs around $5 a ton. The price 
to retail consumers is, of course, 
much higher, due to freight and 
handling charges.

Abe Lincoln, Humorist 
He, Too, Was an Illinois Jokester

"I laugh because I must not cry: that's all—that'e all." 


—Abraham Lincoln 


NEW YORK— (NEA>—This campaign's emphasis on oratorical 


humor recalls Abe Lincoln of Illinois. He had quite & reputation as a 
jokester in his day. and the above quotation goes a long way toward 
explaining the somber Republican's feeling on the matter. 


"1 go to amusements very much against my inclinations," he one* 


said. "1 go simply because I must have change." 


He said again that, "Laughter is th« joyous, beautiful, universal 


evergreen of Uf«." And again. "This rain makes the corn laugh." 


One of Lincoln's pet oeeves during the Civil War was General 


McCIellan's disinclination to take Richmond as fast as the President 
wanted him to. Once he remarked, "If McClellan is not using the 
Army, I should like to borrow it a while." 
* • • 


Another time a man asked Lincoln for a pass to Richmond. Lincoln 


replied: "Well, I would be very happy to oblige if my passes werd£» 
respected: but the fact is, sir. I have given McClellan more than 
200,000 passes to Richmond, and not one man has got there yet." 


While McClellan was not getting to Richmond very fast, he still 


had plenty of time to tell Lincoln how to run the government. Finally, 
a friend of Lincoln's asked him if he was going to do anything about 
disciplining the General. To which Lincoln replied: 


"Nothing—but it makes me think of the man whose horse kicked 


up and stuck his hoof through the stirrup. The man said to the horse, 
'If you are going to get on. 1 will get off.' " 


Some of Lincoln's better sallies have become classics through th« 


years. There was the time the young poet sent a new volume of his 
efforts to Lincoln and asked the President's opinion of them. 


"For people who like that sort of thing." the kindhearted Lincoln** 


replied, "that is about the sort of thing they would like."

Lincoln thought a lot of General Grant and when told that the 


one thing that could prevent his (Lincoln's* re-election was for Grant 
to capture Richmond and then get nominated by the opposing party, 
Lincoln said: 


"Well. I feel very much about that as the man felt who said he 


didn't want to die particularly, but if he had to die. that was precisely 
the disease he would like to die of." 


Grant was a forthright bottle man. but when someone told Lincoln 


the Gerfeial drank too much, the President replied: "If I knew what 
brand of whisky he drinks I would send a barrel to seme other 
generals."
